In Species 
II does not contain protuberances only steps with inclined surfaces that increase in 
height from inside the main pedal toward the outside. In Species III the protuberance is 
semispherical in shape. In Species IV the protuberance increase in height from one side 
of the pedal to the other and is composed of small bumps. In Species V the 
protuberance increases in height from one side to the other and is composed of small 
steps. In Species VI the protuberance constitutes a plurality of protrusions and the 
surface between the protrusions is recessed to form grooves. In Species VII contains 
slits provided by punching the selector pedal body.
